Washington, Sept. 7.—The oil re­ 
serves of the United States, “in pump­ 
ing and flowing wells in proven sands,” 
amount to little more than 4,500,000,- 
000 barrels, or only six years’ supply 
at the present rate of consumption. 
That is the startling conclusion of 
President Coolidge’s Oil Conservation 
Board disclosed in a preliminary re­ 
port made public by its members, Sec­ 
retaries Work, Davis and Hoover. 
The board also found that because 
of the limited area in which oil is 
obtained the known supply could not 
be extracted in that short period of 
tim e. 
As 
an addition “to this ’ natural 
cause o f anxiety for the future sup­ 
ply” was the fact that the maximum 
rate of production comes in the early 
days of tho various fields before g n 
pressures are diminished. 
Of the current production, more than 
one-half is coming from about 4 per 
cent of the producing wells, for the 
most part hardly more than a year 
old, and from fields that have been dis­ 
covered in the last five years. 
Depends On Discoveries 
“Therefore,” said the report, “future 
maintenance of even current supplies I 
implies the constant discovery of new [ 
fields and the drilling of new wells, 
and thus the maintenance of this large 
ratio of flush production. 
“Hitherto there has been no failure 
to discover such new fields. However, 
this dependence upon fortuitous dis­ 
covery of new fields renders it impera­ 
tive that every effort shall be made 
to secure the maximum amount of oil 
from the known fields and the most t 
beneficial use of the oil that is pro­ 
duced.” 
As a mean of obtaining this end, I 
the members of the board reached the | 
conclusion that constructive policies of 
conservation must be developed within 
the industry. 
American companies 
were urged to “acquire and explore” 
foreign fields, “not only as sources of 
future supply, but supply under the 
control of our own citizens.”

C. — Americans 
recently have been reminded on high 
authority that they will find many 
things that are different in Paris, 
and th a t it is the part of courtesy, as 
well as common sense, to accept the 
Parisian ways of doing things when 
one is in Paris. 
"There is no doubt about the dif­ 
ference in many customs," says 
a 
bulletin from the Washington head­ 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. 
"Sometimes the Parisian 
way seems most welcome, at other 
times it seems strange, but in either 
event, one has not far to look to find 
there is a reason back of every cus­ 
tom. 
A Novel Meal Check Device 
"A t times the Parisian seems to 
have wutdone his American friends 
in efficiency. 
For example, there is 
the billing device of 
some of the 
larder sidewalk cafes. 
Each plate 
and cup bears a price mark—50 cen­ 
times, one franc, and so forth, and 
the refreshm ents are served in con­ 
tainers bearing the proper cost mark. 
If a second cup of chocolate is order­ 
ed, the empty cup will be set to one 
side, and another cup 
bearing the 
price m ark served. 
When the cus­ 
tom er is ready to pay he does not 
have to depend on the memory of the 
w aiter, or scan a bill of fare, nor 
does the w aiter have to juggle with 
checks. 
The addition of the empty 
containers is obviously the amount 
of his bill. 
"In contrast is the rather cumber­ 
some method of booking a seat in 
a Paris theatre. 
In some theatres, 
at least, one must first purchase the 
right to sit in a certain part of the 
house, the orchestra, balcony, or a 
box. 
This coupon 
then must be 
taken to another desk to have a seat 
assigned. 
Even if one buys a desig­ 
nated seat, this exchange always is 
necessary. 
Finding A Theatre Seat 
"The patron then turns to a head 
usher, who leads him to the program 
sellef, and after he has purchased a 
program , a custom which also pre­ 
vails in English theatres, he encount­ 
ers the peculiar Parisian practice of 
having an Usher charge to show him 
a seat. 
And there is little hope of 
his finding his own 
seat 
because 
seats are identified only by numbers 
not by rows which are lettered, and 
then numbered by rows. 
"The Aanerican, impatient at his 
circuitous progress to his seat, and 
having reached into his pocket three 
o r four tupc* so far, is apt to be­ 
come annoyed and conclude he is be­ 
ing overcharged. 
This often is his 
feeling even when he was buying a 
seat which, at an exchange rate of 
about 3 cents for the franc, cost him 
less than $-» even adding in the price j

"This price is for the best orches­ 
tra seat in the best 
theatres 
in ‘ 
Paris, when 
comparable 
locations 
would have cost him $4 or $5 in any 
New* York theatre, even without the 
speculators’ tax which he would have 
to nay there for popular, shows. 
"And the Parisians have reasons j 
for each of the charges; for there is 
not one, but there are several taxes, 
Jevied on theatre seats and these 
vary with the locations in the house. 
"Several features 
of 
the 
best 
Parisian theatres, 
however, 
m ust 
appeal to even the casual visitor. One 
is the large am ount of standing room j 
provided for and aloid at a low price, 
so th at anyone who is alone, wishes 
to remain only an hour, or is skepti­ 
cal about the m erits of the show, 
may go in for a short time, and go 
out on his way without having ex­ 
pended the full price of a seat. An­ 
other feature which adds 
to 
the 
enjoyment of Paris theatre attendance 
is the large promenade and refresh- \ 
ment rooms which perm it a stroll be­ 
tween acts and make it possible to 
sit down a t a table and enjoy a bev­ 


erage or a smoke, or to walk about 
and do some 'window shopping’ at 
the many displays and 
exhibitions 
which merchants have contracted for 
in these super-lobbies. 
The length 
of intermission, of course, is much 
longer 
than 
those 
in 
American 
theatres, frequently being from 20 to 
30 minutes. 
The Search For Soap 
"Another difficulty which the visi­ 
tor in Paris might as well make up 
his mind to accept is that his hotel 
room, no matter what the pricee, nor 
how elegantly it may be furnished 
and provided with every other com­ 
fort, is not going to have any sbap. 
One explanation of this lack may be 
in the fact that all toilet articles are 
expensive, being heavily 
taxed; a 
more plauside one, in view of the fact 
that good* Paris hotels stop at no ex­ 
pense or pains for their guests’ com­ 
forts, is that the Parisian regards the 
soap he uses much as we do a tooth­ 
brush, as a peculiarly personal and 
individual thing, not to be provided 
by someone else. 
"Ice is scarce in Paris, as it is in 
England. 
In neither London 
nor 


Paris is the climate such th at cold 
drinks is necessary to comfort; any­ 
way the Europeans may be right in 
their belief th at chilled drinks bn- 
I 
j pede the process of digestion. Many

SHRIVER FAMILY’S 
HISTORY IS READ' 
AT FIFTH REUNION 
A complete history and genealogy 
of the Shriver family, descendants of 
Lewis Shriver, who immigrated to 
this country from Germany
